siderable sympathy. | This was his 
duel with Mr. Robert Iiyon, a gentle~ 
man who had been a friend of his own, 
and a member of the same profession.

Gladstone on the Situation,

There is one form 
of reproach brought against us which 
I beg most’ emphatically to repel. 
It is Often said that we puisue mea- 
sures, if not from unworthy, at, least 
from secondary motives, and discard 
the higher sentiments. 1 | have read 
in arecent charge that we are the 
pursuers of temporal expedients in- 
stead of political duty. I recognize 
no such distinctions. We are not pur- 
suers of utility in any sense in which 
utility is distinguished from daty. 
There is no such thing as ‘utility ia 
polities apart from duty, and it is as 
a matter of justice we pray this 
measure may standor fall, and against 
any other object or purpose we em- 
phatically declaim.- We:have in Ire- 
land‘at this moment the richest 
Chureh in the world. We are told 
that there is only ‘one-fifth of the 
Irish Church remaining. The four- 
fifths disappeared without, any spoli- 
ation or plunder at the hands-of its 
own ebildren.
